CHICAGO, June 9—The ~ “Mississippi, 
floods have -been taken up ‘as an ante- 
convention campaign issue by Col. Rogse- 
velt.

NO ‘ALLIANCE WITH’ FRANCE 


Only a Share of Responsibility with 
Her in Levant Against Germany, 
= Ie Britain’s Plan.

LONDON, June 9.—Premfer Asquith 
and Winston Churchill returned to 
London to-day after their momentous 
Malta .over the. Med- 
iterranean problem with Lord Kitchen- 
er; the British representative in 
Egypt;. Sir Ian Hamilton, Military 
Commander in-Chief in the Mediter- 
ranean, and Admiral Sir E. Poe, Naval 

Commander in Chief. 

They decided that owing to the ne- 
cessity of concentrating Britain’s naval 
strength in the North Sea, her naval 
and military policy in the Mediter- 
ranean must. be changed and the po- 
sition in these Waters strengthened. 
The plan proposed.js still to bé con- 
sidered by the Imperial Defense Com- 
mittee, but The Daily Mail has reason 
to believe that the new scheme-is as 
follows: 

The weak squadron of:four old ar- 
mored cruisers, which at present does 
duty for the British Navy in the Med- 
iterranean, is to be strengthened by 
battleships of modern. type. 

Some arfrangement ‘will be made with 
France to share with Great’ Britain 
the responsibility ‘for- the defense . of 
British interests in thé Mediterranean: 
“The exact nature of the limits of 
this division of responsibility, ” gays 
The Daily Mail, “is still to be made 
known, but they.do not, we believe, in- 
volve any radical change in the entente 
between the two countries. No formal 
alliance is contemplated. 

“ Whatever may be ‘its character, it 
is.obvious that.any scheme based upon 
divided “responsibility for the defense 
of ‘the most important link in our im- 
perial defenses will provoke much 
criticism. In the opinion of many au- 
thorities, both naval and ‘military, it 
would be wiser to create a special fleet 
for the Mediterranean by making see 
of the budget surplus of £6,500, 

“This, however, does not appear to 
commend itself to’ the Government, 
though it is certain that a part of the 
surplus must be used for new construc- 
tion. 

“The urgency of a change of policy 
is foreed upon the British Government 
by two facts—thé Italian war jn Trip- 
oli. and the growing~ strength of the 
Atstrian and Italian fleets, which are 
at the disposal of Germany under the 
Triple Alliance. 

“The action of Italy in seizing isl- 
ands in the Aegéan and in the Med- 
iterrantan has created a new situation. 
Italy has occupjed the islands ‘with 
the avowed purpose of putting pressure 
upon Turkey in order to bring am end 
to the ineffectual struggle in’ Tripoli: 

“The Italian Government may have 
no present intention of keeping. any of 
these islands, but when. the time comes 
for evacuating them popular. opinion 
in Italy may make it difficult for 
them’ to withdraw.

BL PASO, Texas; .June .9.—Mexican 
Consul Lorente received word to-day that 
the rebel forces of Gen. Campa and Argu- 
mendo were ‘routed at Nazas, fifty miles 
east of Torreon, by Gen, Blanquet and 
1,000 federal cavalry, who are said to 
have the last remnant of the rebels sur- 
rounded. The confirmation of this report 
means the end of the. rebel movement 
toward. the rear of Huerta’s columns, a 
harassing expedition that has’ been caus- 
ing tho Government commander. no little 
worry. 

Gen. Huerta was reported to have 
moved far north of Santa Rosalia to-day. 

Gonzales C.'Enrile, the deposed finan= 
cial executive of the revolution, on flee- 
fhe to. the United States from enemies in 
the ‘rebel ranks: who tried ‘to kill him, 
was arrested early to-day by ¢. H. Web- 
ster, a?Texas ranger, as Enrile crossed 
the international bridge from Juarez, and 
is now a prisoner of the United States 
authorities. 

Enrile was Once the right-hand man of 
Orozco, author of a caustic. anti-Amer- 
ican~-proclamation, ‘and chief promoter of 
the present revolution. His arrest was 
ordered by the Mexican Government, 
which charges>Enrile with embezzlement 
of funds while Consul under President 
Diaz at Clifton, Ariz., eighteen months 
ago. His extradition on this- ‘charge 
would place him at the mercy of: the 
Mexican Government for his political acts. 

Enrile handled the funds of the révolu-

A BRITISH-GERMAN ENTENTE. 
When™ he replacement of Count 
WoLFF-METTERNICH, German Ambas- 
sador ‘at’ London, by Baron Marsenau. 
VON . BISBERSTEIN ‘was announced, + it 
was given. out that it was a move in 
the interest of an understanding be- 
tween Germany. and. Great Britain. 
Events have. since made it clear that 
Count METTPRNICH was. not released 
because of any laxriess in working for 
such an understanding, but because 
in his own words: “After years of 
“work, which was not always quite 
“easy, comes the time whén one 
“yearns for repose.” And in the 
speech delivered on the eve of his de- 
parture from London, he foreshadowed 
with a good deal of clearness the task 
of his successor in these hopeful sen- 
terrées:, 
_ I retire from my post the more .will- 
ingly in that, as I confidently’ believe, 
I hand over to my successor an easier 
task than that which fell to my lot. 
The moment ig auspicious. Unless all 
signs are deceptive, an impulse for 
‘reconciliation and peaceful neighborli- 
ness is passing through the two great 
peoples, the English and the German. 
Here is a fruitful. field for statesman- 
ship, and it will répay the toll of noble 
minds to pursue its tultivation, It was 
my task to prepare. I hope and frust 
that it may be vouchsafed to my, suc- 
cessor to see the ripening of the fruits. 

Here is a @istinct. implication that 
while ‘the outgoing Ambassador hag 
labored successfully to prevent . war, 
often amid trying and perilous condi- 
tions, the work of the new Ambassa- 
dor may be to lay the foundations of 
peace and friendship under conditions 
much more favorable. 

How- will it be done? One way much 
discussed, we fear, will be found im⸗ 
practicable. Neither nation in tha 
present situation in Europe will con- 
Sent to reduce its armament. Ger- 
many for many years will deem it 
needfu) to maintain the strongest army, 
in the world, and Great Britain the 
strongest navy. .The most that can 
be expected is that terms might be 
reached which would justify<the two 
nations in suspending additions to 
their respective forces. The real point 
of ydifficulty lies in. the polity that 
each may pursue in the use of these 
forces. It is ‘toward this- that -the 
work ,of diplomacy will be directed. 
On the negative side, it does net 
seem that the task should be hope- 
less or even very @iscouraging. The 
basis of the‘irritation that undoubtedly 
exists in each nation is a ‘suspicion that 
the purpose of the other is aggressive, 
and this suspicion breeds in each a

THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 
The movement of American troops 
to Cuba does not signify intervention. 
It is the duty of our Government. to 
render such help as may be — * 
to the -Government of Cuba in th 
protection of life and property, The 
indications are that the Cubans, who 
are thoroughly aroused to the_ peril 
of their situation, will be able now 
to suppress the rebellion which threat- 
ens the stability of the republic without 
much: if any aid from the United 


soldiers and marines on Cuban soil. 

If intervention is found ‘necessary, if 
the Cubans dre compélled a second 
time to ask the United States to take 
charge of their affairs and restore 
order, it does not follow that our troops 
will not be withdrawn after order is 
restored. "We are not aware of any 
desire of the American people to pos- 
sess Cuba. ‘The individual opinion of 
any American citizen in this matter, 
whatever office he may fill or may 
have filled, counts for no more-than 
the opinion of one man. 

We sincerely hope, however, that in- 
tervention will be unnecessary, and the 
present outlook encourages that hope. 
The race riots in Havana are serious, 
to be sure, but the Government’s abil- 
ity to quel] such local outbreaks is not 
to be doubted, as yet. Senator NELSON" 
of Minnesota intimated in a speech 
introducing a resolution on ‘Saturday 
that the negfo,revolt had been financed’ 
and otherwise encouraged in this coun- 
try. It is not news that there are 
mischiefmakers here who have been 
working more or less in the dark for 
the annexation of Cuba. But Senator 
NELSON made the same~charge about 
the Orozco rebellion in Mexico, and if 
is. difficult to see what ady¥antage to 
any Americans could accrue from that. 
In the circumstances, Mr. N©ELSsoNn’s 
assertion does not carry conviction 
with it. In any case we are quite sure 
that Cuban intervention will never. be 
brought about by such means.
